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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Unlike the characterization supplied by 
Applicant, Examiner remains firm that French provided registration of user(s), minimally in the recited section(s) of the reference, since 
the authorization function of the disclosed authorization server registers the user(s) for further authorization at other servers. Also, note 
Figures 31/33 specifically provided a registration function providing verification/authentication. One end result of this process may have 
been Figure 40, providing registration of user(s) resulting in user authorization/authentication. 

Additionally, Applicant properly presumed rejection of claim 27 based on the same art/rejection as applied to the other pending claims as 
grouped together in the body of the rejection, but inadvertantly omitted from the statutory basis. Applicant further requires "further details 
of the rejection of claim 27" at Page 8 of the present Response. Examiner notes MPEP § 2123, specifically providing that prior art is 
relevant for all the included associated teachings, including those passages specifically and not-specifically recited, including those of a 
broad nature. Also specifcally noted, French taught the access of authentication information from a remote source by vendor (130), inter 
alia, in Figure 45. Minimally, these teachings provided verification/indication of authntication/authorization/registration, inter alia, in 
Column 15, Lines 57-67, which provided the broad feature of indicating verification of the user(s) by third parties (i.e., second user(s)). 
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
